SCHOOL REPORT. 


I am happy to report the schools as generally successful throughout 
the year. Many of them are very small—an evil which might be rem- 
edied in part, as suggested under Nos. 1, 3 and 10. There were more. 
pupils in-No. 8, lower school, than in Nos. 1, 3, 9, 10, 12, 14 and 15. 
together, (at the same time.) \A loss tothe community is at once ob- 
vious; but the whole loss is not easily calculated. I think a greater 
uniformity of text book should be attained—though not by too hasty or 
swecping change. Ihave spent some time in examining a variety of 
books, but forbear recommending, lest I prejudice the action of anoth- 
er. There were 75 more females than males in our schools. Only 
three teachers taught in their own districts. Twenty-three New Bos- 
ton teachers have taught during the year—more than suflicient to sup- 
ply our own town. ‘There have been some excellent classes in Algebra, 
Mistory, Physiology, &c. Writing has been too much ‘neglected in 
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most of the schools. When corporeal punishment has been resorted 
to, itis mentioned hereafter. Imperfect registers are reported. These 
are a serious annoyance and should be avoided. Prudential Commit- 
tees make themselves liable by paying teachers before their registers 
are accepted by certificate. ‘There has been a very unwelcome preva- 
lence of tardiness and absence—a drawback to all parties concerned.— 
Greatest number of tardinesses No. 8,summer term,upper school. None 
at allin No. 3, and the summer term of No. 12. Lam unable to re- 
port the whole number of different scholars in town. Let us now con- 
sider the schools separately : 

No, 1.—Agent, David M. Barnard; teacher, Miss C. A. Roberts; 
average number of tardinesses per scholar, 1; number not absent une 
half-day, 2; length cf school, 6 weeks; number between 4 and 14 years 
of age not attending, 1; average attendance, 2. This district had but 
one term of school, and that a short one. There were only three 
scholars, and most of the time only two. Order and progress good.— 
This district should be united to the adjoining district in Amherst. In 
respect to distance, most of the residents would be accommodated 
equally well, and some of them better, by the change. Great educa- 
tional advantages might thus be gained. 


No. 2.—Summer Term. Agent, John M. Holt; teacher, Miss Liz- 
zie D. Cochrane; average number of tardinesses per scholar, 2-3; 
number not absent one half-day, 1; number between 4 and 14 not at- 
tending, 2; length of school, 10 weeks. This school is backward and 
the scholars mostly young, the oldest being only twelve. Improvement 
fair in all branches pursued. ‘There was a marked progress of some of 
the small classes in reading and spelling. Register imperfect. No 
parents present at my last visit. ‘They trust too much to the teacher, 
This is always an error. Number of scholars,12; average attendance,9. 

Winter Term. ‘Teacher, Mr. Clark B. Cochrane; average number 
of tardinesses per scholar, 19-21; number not absent one half-day, 0; 
number between 4 and 14 nct attending, 5; length of school, 9 weeks; 
whole number of scholars, 19. This school was somewhat broken by 
sickness. Several were absent at examination on that account. Im- 
provement good, considering the obstacles to be overcome. Erroneous 
habits of study prevail with many of the pupils. No parents present. at 
my last visit. Several transient scholars. Average attendance, 16. 
No. 3.—Agent, Silas Hadlock; teacher, Miss Lizzie K. Hall; num- 
ber of scholars, 5; average attendance, 3 1-2; number not absent one 
half-day, 2; average number of tardinesses per scholar, 0; number be- 
tween 4 and 14 not attending, 2; length of school, 11 4-5 weeks. This 
school was kept in a private house. ‘The pupils had great advantages 
and made rapid progress. There 1s no school-house in the district.— 
Such a state of things ought not to exist. This district should be di- 
vided between Nos. 2 and 4, and two new school-houses built; or some 
other arrangement should be made, more just and satisfactory than the 
present. Register imperfect. Only one term ot school. 5 . 

No. 4.—Summer Term. Agent, Wm. Kelso; teacher, Miss A. E. 
Adams; whole number of scholars, 14; average attendance, 12; num- 
ber not absent one half-day, 2; average number of tardinesses per 
scholar, 1; number between 4 and 14 not attending, 0. ‘This school 
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was deferred until the middle of August, and then commenced by Miss 
Lizzie Mansfield, who left in a few days on account of sickness., Miss. 
Adams succeeded. No change of this kind could be made without dis- 
advantages, and they were obvious here. ‘Chere was a want of force, 
directness and system. The teacher evidently work, hard, There was. 
a fair advance in the several studies. Order not the best; register 
imperfect. Parents manifested little interest; length of school, 8 weeks, . 

Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Lizzie Marden: ; whole number of 
scholars, 7; average aitentlande, 6 51-124; number not absent one 
half-day, 1; average number of tardinesses per scholar, 7 5-7; cases 
of corporeal punishment, 4; number between 4 and 14 not attending, 
2; length of school, 111-2 weeks. I think this was a profitable school. 
The order was good, instruction accurate, and. labor well-directed. 

No. 5 <+Summeit term. Agent, John F., Marden; teacher, Miss. 
Asenath Hovey; whole number of scholars, 11; average attendance, 
8 18-43; number not absent one half-day, 0; avel ‘age number of tardi- 
nesses per scholar, 2 5-11; number between 4 and 14 not attending, Ly 
length of school, 8 weeks, ‘The teacher was well qualified in respect to 
scholarship, and devoted to her school, but’ lacked force. The order 
was not good, and hence the instruction, though well-meant, was de- 
prived of much of its value. . Punctuation seemed wholly over-looked. 
This is a sad mistake, to say the least. The shortness of the school 
and the number of absences lessened its usefulness. School-house very 
poor—the poorest in use in town. : he. ob 


Winter Term... Teacher, Miss Ellen Forbush; whole number of 
scholars, 23; average attendance, 20; number not absent one half-day, 
0; average number “of tardinesses per scholar, 5. 15-23; number oer 
tween 4.and.14 not attending, 0; length of school, 10 ‘weeks. Ex 
cellent improvement in reading, spelling and writing. Instruction in 
arithmetic clear, accurate, and by most well improved. ‘The manner of 
the teacher in the school room was highly pleasing to all. parties. Or- 
der not the best, but under the circumstances,no occasion of complaint. 
The money could not have been more profitably spent. 

No. 6.—Summer Term... Agent, Benjamin Colby; teacher, Miss 
Abbie Burnham ; whole number of scholars, 20; average. attendance, 
18 17-22; number not absent one half-day, 5; average number of tar- 
dinesses per scholar, 10-11; number between dand 14 not atiending,, 
3; length of school, Sweeks. I think this school was satisfactory to 
the district. Evidenze of earnest effort on the part of both teacher and 
scholars was abundant at the examination, Singing excellent so far as 
I could guess. I wish it was more general in our “schools. Order, good... 
Mutual regard evident between teacher and taught. This, though short, 
I considera decidedly successful term. Some pupils of good scholar- 
ship and noticeable dignity in this school. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Julia Neville; whole omnes of schol- 
ars, 295, average attendance, 248-55; number not absent one half-day, 
3; average nuniber of tardinesses, per scholar, 4 1-9; number between, 
4'and 14 not attending, 0; cases of corporeal punishment, Ri length 
of school, 10 weeks. Several causes marred the harmony of this school, 
Some—par ents as well as scholars—were prejudiced against the teach- 
er before the term commenced.

I 
visited the school several times, though not present at the examination, 
J was unable to detect any lack of faithfulness on the part of the teach- 
er, and I could not see any just cause of dissatisfaction. Within certain 
limits I would sustain a feacher rather than a scholar. The likes and 
dislikes of pupils have altogether too much influence. I think this. ef- 
fort, on the whole,a worthy one. Considerable advance in all branches. 
Hire.a male teacher next winter.

EK. Marden; whole number of scholars, 18; average attendance, 11 1-2; 
number not absent one half-day, 0; average number of tardinesses per 
scholar, 42-3; number between 4 and 14 not attending, 0; length of 

school, 16 weeks. Several scholars were absent at examination, I 

know not for what reason. School was too long, and dragged some- 
what. Some dissatisfaction on the part ofthe parents. Smaller class- 
es did very well. ‘Toolittle attention given to punctuation. No signs 
of writing. Order good; register imperfect. 


Winter Term. Teacher, Mr. Griggs Holbrook; whole number of 

scholars, 23; average attendance, 21; number not absent one half-days 
1; average number of tardinesses per scholar, 4; number between 4 
and 14 not attending, 5; cases of corporeal punishment, 6; length of 
scho ol, 8 weeks. The order in this school was very bad. Under such 
circumstances, of course, it did not pay. Teacher was inapt and seem- 
ed lost in the school-room.

At least I could see 
little improvement. But we must remember that the school was short, 
the tardiness great, and other obstacles perhaps to be overcome.

This 
was Miss Lawrence’s first effort, and was avery happy one. She was 
highly energetic, and did much good. School somewhat broken by 
whooping cough, etc. Order good. Register imperfect. ‘ 

Upper school, teacher, Miss S. A. Stinson; whole-number of schol- 
ars, 28; average attendance, 23; number not absent one half day. 0; 
average number of tardinesses per scholar, 8 9-14; length of school, 
11 1-2 weeks. The teacher in this school was industrious, and evident- 

ly labored harder than her pupils. This term was satisfactory to most, 
though notto all, and there was a commendable progress in most 
branches. Order good. 

‘Winter term. Lower school, teacher, Miss E. A. Lawrence; whole 
number of scholars, 43; number not absent one half-day, 1; average 
number of tardinesses- per scholar, 6 2-3; number between 4 and 14 
not attending, 6; cases of corporeal punishment, 8; length of school, 
11 weeks. It is a good practice to retain a good teacher. Miss Law- 
rence maintained the reputation gained in the summerterm. The 
scholars studied hard enough—perhaps too hard for their age.

of school, 10 weeks. Part of this small school made great improve- 
ment—the others did well. Only 4 of the scholars belonged to the 
district. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Mary N. Adams; whole number of 
scholars, 11; average attendance, 9 1-2; number not absent one half- 
day, 2; average number of tardinesses per scholar, 2 5-11; number 
between 4 and 14 not attending, 0; length of school, 9 weeks. Miss 
Adams is a teacher of experience, and kept an excellent school. Mark- 
ed progress was made in arithmetic. The class in Analysis and Pars- 
“ing did finely. Distinctness and method noticeable in the explanations 
and directions of the teacher. | | 

No. 10.—Agent, E. Johonnett; teacher, Miss Addie L. Bradford ; 
whole number of scholars, 11; average attendance, 61-2; number not 
absent one half-day, 1; average number of tardinesses per scholar, 
1 4-11; number between 4 and 14 not attending, 0; length of school, 
7 weeks. ‘This school appeared well at commencement. On account 
of the severity of the weather, I was not present at the examination.— 
From all I know, I think this term satisfactory. Only 3 scholars be- 
longed to the district. I think this should form a union district with 
that adjoining in Goffstown. |

Louise M. Putnam; whole number of scholars, 14; average attendance»
